his acceptance. This past season, how- 
ever, he starred on Broadway in ‘“Sara- 
toga,” a musical based on Edna Ferber’s 
“Saratoga Trunk.’ His most recent film 
role, a non-singing one as Saint Peter in 
“The Big Fisherman,” was highly praised 
by the critics. Incredible as it might seem, 
Mr. Keel had no ambitions for a theatri- 
cal career. It was only when fellow work- 
ers at Douglas Aircraft in California 
insisted that he raise his rich baritone

Salesman,’ “Cat On A Hot Tin Roof,” 
“Look Homeward Angel,’ and “J. B.’. A 
collateral descendant of Charlotte Cush- 
man, America’s first famous native ac- 
tress, she studied for the theatre with the 
celebrated Frohman star, Annie Russell, 
and received her B.A. degree at Rollins 
College.
